argued that the deaf community in Mil- 
waukee was demanding justice from the 
church. 

An American protester in Rome on 
Thursday called the Murphy case an “in- 
controvertible case of pedophilia.” 

Despite the extensive and grave alle- 
gations against Murphy, Ratzinger’s dep- 


uty at the Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith ruled that the alleged mo- 
lestation had occurred too long ago and 
that Murphy— then ailing and elderly— 
should instead repent and be restricted 
from celebrating Mass outside of his 
diocese. 

The official, Cardinal Tarcisio Ber- 
tone— now the Vatican’s secretary of 
state — ordered the church trial halted 
after Murphy wrote Ratzinger a letter 
saying he was ill, infirm, and “simply want 
to live out the time that I have left in the 
dignity of my priesthood.” 

The New York Times broke the story 
Thursday, adding fuel to a swirling scan- 
dal about the way the Vatican in general, 
and Benedict in particular, have handled 
reports of priests raping children over the 
years. 



New rules for 
discharging 
gays in military

WASHINGTON De- 
fense Secretary 
Robert Gates on 
Thursday approved 
new rules that will 
make it harder to 
discharge gays from 
the military, calling 
the changes a mat- 
ter of “common 
sense and common 
decency” 

Gates an- 

nounced new 
guidelines for how 
the Pentagon car- 
ries out the 1993 law 
banning gays from 
serving openly in 
the military —rules 
which essentially 
put higher-ranking 
officers in charge of 
discharge proceed- 
ings and impose 
tougher require- 
ments for evidence 
used against gays. 

The new guidelines go into effect imme- 
diately and will apply to cases already open. 
They are considered a stopgap measure until 
Congress decides whether to go along with 
President Obama’s call for a repeal of the 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” law 

“I believe these changes represent an im- 
portant improvement in the way the current 
law is put into practice, above all by providing 
a greater measure of common sense and com- 
mon decency for handling what are complex 
and difficult issues for all involved,” Gates 
told a Pentagon news conference. 

The individual service branches will have 
30 days to change their regulations to con- 
form to the new rules.

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Illinois’ mixed martial arts world 


Are trainers, fighters 
at risk because of 
reduced regulation?

From outside, the bar looked like any 
other. But beyond the dining room and 
through a winding hallway a back room 
opened up to reveal a giant metal cage. 
Inside, two men grew bloody as they 
wrestled, punched and kicked in front of 
a yelling crowd. 

Despite the violent combat, no state 
officials were on hand to protect the 
fighters. Nor was it necessary for pro- 
moters to hire a private, third-party of- 
ficiating company— called a sanctioning 
body— to oversee the match. Instead, 
Illinois law essentially allows the sport to 
regulate itself. 

A brutal and illegal underground ac- 
tivity for years, amateur mixed martial 
arts is now permitted in 46 states. The 
combination of boxing, wrestling and 
martial arts disciplines is growing in 
popularity, and there are amateur bouts 
almost weekly in Illinois. A recent event 
in Springfield drew 2,500. 

Other states have moved to increase 
oversight and efforts to protect fight- 
ers, but Illinois has gone in the opposite 
direction. Last year, a change to the law 
eliminated a requirement that the state 
sign off on amateur events, and organiz- 
ers are required only to notify the state of 
an event 20 days in advance. 

The state no longer requires blood 
testing to verify that fighters don’t have 
AIDS, HIV or hepatitis B. And while 
the revised law says events should pro- 
vide protections including onsite medi- 
cal staff, safety equipment and standards 
for striking techniques, it does not de- 
fine what is acceptable or require proof 
of compliance. 

Unlike amateur boxing, no national or- 
ganization exists to set safety standards 
for amateur mixed martial arts, or MMA. 

Only one fighter in North America is 
believed to have died from competing in 
the sport— he was a professional— but 
some Illinois trainers and fighters say 
amateurs’ safety is being put at risk be- 
cause of reduced regulation.

AMATEUR MMA IN ILLINOIS 

» Many amateur events are so 
loosely organized that promot- 
ers leave open invitations on Web 
sites and shuffle the fight card 
up to the last minute. A recent 
Chicago show included fighters 
from Canada who got the call two 
days before. 




»There is nothing to stop promot- 
ers from hiring judges and refer- 
ees who are unqualified or might 
have conflicts of interest. Pro 
official Scott Fischer, who had a 
hand in promoting a March show 
in Elgin, also served as a referee. In 
Ohio, a commission regulates the 
sport and assigns officials. 


» When promoters decide lineups, 
sometimes amateurs find them- 
selves fighting pros. Joe Voitik 
fought Sept. 26 in a pro fight in 
Puerto Rico and as an amateur in 
Chicago on Oct. 10. Voitik said it 
was a misunderstanding with pro- 
moters. At the pro level, licensed 
matchmakers set matches. 


» A complaint to the state, ob- 
tained by the Tribune, alleged that 
a group of amateur fighters at 
a Dec. 10 show shared a $2,000 
prize. Nilo Soto, a partner with 
Fight Card, denied that. He said 
recent shows haven’t had many 
bouts because amateurs refuse to 
fight for free. 
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Lawmakers 
ease rules 
for red-light 
cameras

Bike trip cut short by tragedy

For the three seniors from the University of 
Chicago Lab School, their ambitious bicy- 
cle trip over spring break was a celebration 
of their friendship before they likely went 
their separate ways to college. 

“3 friends, 3 bikes, 500 miles, let’s do 
this,” wrote one on her Facebook page. 

But the trip— which the close friends 
planned for months and was chaperoned 
by one parent— was cut tragically short 
Wednesday when an 86 -year-old driver 
veered across a rural stretch of highway in 


southern Illinois and collided with the trio, 
killing Faith Dremmer and injuring Kaia 
Tammen and Julia Baird. 

“Our daughter kept saying, Tm starting 
a new life ... I can’t wait to graduate,’ ” said 
Kaia Tammen’s father, Bruce. “They were 
very excited about this trip.” 

Dremmer, 17, was pronounced dead at a 
nearby hospital. Tammen, 18, underwent 
surgeries at an Evansville, Ind., hospital for 
two broken arms, a broken jaw and other in- 
juries, her parents said. Baird, 18, was taken 
to another hospital in Evansville to be treat- 


ed for a broken collar bone and ribs. 

The Chicago teens all were wearing hel- 
mets when the minivan crossed the center 
line near Shawnee National Forest about 
2 p.m. on a clear, dry day state police said. 

Adventurous and athletic, the three had 
planned the journey with Baird’s father, 
James, who regularly tackles long-distance 
bike trips and accompanied the women on 
both bike and car. The group began their 
trip Monday in Cape Girardeau, Mo., con- 
tinued through the rolling hills of southern 
Illinois and planned to trek into Indiana. 


SPRINGFIELD Drivers would get a little more 
leeway at intersections with red-light cameras 
but face a stiffer penalty for driving at exces- 
sive speeds under separate measures state 
lawmakers advanced Thursday 

Red-light camera tickets would be harder 
to get and cheaper to appeal. Speeders would 
find it much more difficult to keep their of- 
fenses off their records under legislation that 
follows a Tribune investigation that outlined 
how the fastest drivers sometimes end up 
with little more than a slap on the wrist. 

Senate President John Cullerton, D-Chi- 
cago, sponsored both the red-light and exces- 
sive speeding proposals, arguing they would 
improve traffic safety 

The red-light proposal, which passed the 
Senate and now goes to the House, would ad- 
dress some of the complaints that have arisen 
as cameras have proliferated across Chicago 
and the suburbs in recent years. It would ban 
the city and suburbs from tacking on an extra 
fee to the standard $100 fine if a ticket is ap- 
pealed, a common practice that deters many 
motorists from fighting the charges. 

The legislation also would give drivers 
more wiggle room to creep up to the edge of 
an intersection before stopping. 

A complete stop still would be required 
before making a right turn on red, but driv- 
ers could come to a halt after the painted stop 
line without getting a ticket as long as pedes- 
trians were not nearby 

Drivers awaiting a green light to head 
straight into an intersection also could stop 
past the line without being nabbed by a cam- 
era. 


Janitor accused of identity theft 


They boasted of their purchases in Face- 
book photos that showed them flashing 
shiny jewelry while eating at Ruth’s Chris 
Steakhouse in their brand-name outfits — 
the tags still attached, authorities said. 

In what Cook County Sheriff Tom Dart 
described as a “sophisticated identity-theft 
ring,” a janitor stole data from as many as 
250 patient files at a Northwestern Univer- 
sity physicians’ group and, with the help of 
her two sisters and friends, used the personal 
information to charge more than $300,000 
in jewelry, furniture, appliances and elec- 


tronics. They sold the goods to friends and 
relatives, pocketing the profits, the charges 
alleged. 

Seven suspects have been arrested, while 
three others, including janitor Tijuana 
Leonard, are wanted on felony warrants, ac- 
cording to the sheriff’s office. 

While working the night shift for Millard 
Cleaning Service, Leonard, 33, of Chicago, 
stole personal information from patient 
files in the Northwestern Medical Faculty 
Foundation’s offices and passed it along to 
others, Dart said. 


Ebert to produce new movie show 


Roger Ebert says he and his wife are going 
ahead with plans to produce a new movie 
review television program with the working 
title “Roger Ebert presents At the Movies.” 

The famous movie reviewer wrote Thurs- 
day on his Chicago Sun-Times blog that he 
can’t give details, but they’re “deeply in- 
volved” in talks. 

Ebert says they’ve held video tests with 
potential hosts and they know who they 
will use. He says the new show would have a 
strong presence online. 

The Pulitzer Prize-winning reviewer 


writes that he would like to make “occa- 
sional appearances” on the air. Ebert lost his 
ability to speak after cancer surgery 

Ebert also writes: “the Thumbs will re- 
turn,” referring to the well-known “thumbs 
up” and “thumbs down” reviews. 

As the Tribune has reported, ‘At the Mov- 
ies” is fading to black after 24 seasons, bring- 
ing the curtain down on the Chicago-based 
nationally syndicated TV showcase for du- 
eling film critics that traced its lineage to 
WTTW-Ch. n’s 1975 pairing of Ebert and 
the Tribune’s Gene Siskel.

“Taut nerves re- 
lax, taut muscles relax, tired eyes bright- 
en, tongues loosen, friendships deepen, 
the whole world becomes a better place 
in which to live.” 

It’s a prelude apropos of this just- 
opened spot, which has been talking a big 
game about its concept: New American 
gastro-lounge bolstered by thoughtfully 
crafted cocktails. We stopped in on open- 
ing night to see if it delivers. 


We knew right away that ... 

... this is a chef-driven spot. “Are you familiar 
with chef Heather?” the modelesque hostess 
asked. “You’re in for a treat.” After a decade 
cooking American comfort food at Atwood 
Cafe in the Loop’s Hotel Burnham, Heather 
Terhune is switching gears. “No more pot pies, 
no more ginormous portions,” she says. “It’s 
going to leave you wanting more.” Terhune’s 
dinner menu was designed with portions to 



fit whatever your dining style or group size, 
with shareable plates available in full and half- 
orders, plus a few entrees sprinkled in for tradi- 
tion’s sake-this is, after all, a hotel restaurant 
(or at least a restaurant in a hotel). 

We can’t stop thinking about ... 

... Terhune’s snacky fried dishes-crunchy, salty 
matches for flavor-forward cocktails or bold 
wines. The croquette- 1 ike crust of the ham and 
swiss poppers ($4 for half-order/$8 for full) 
gives way to a melty interior, while “little fried 
fish” (crispy battered smelt, $6/$12) dunked in 
lemon-garlic aioli are a satisfying play of simple 
flavors. The brick-oven flatbreads are tasty 
(we tried a special with smoked duck, brie and 
thyme), but crispy artichokes with anchovy dip 
($10) really leave an impression. 

We’re already planning our return trip for ... 

... cocktails. You know they’re serious when the 
night starts with a cocktail amuse bouche of 
apple-chartreuse punch. The menu’s depth- 
more than 25 cocktails-compares to the 


Violet Hour and In Fine Spirits. Sable is doing 
all the things serious cocktail spots do: using 
Kold-Draft ice, putting pros like head bartender 
Mike Ryan (left) from the Violet Hour behind 
the bar and mixing in house-made ingredients 
such as chamomile-infused vodka, clove syrup 
and peach preserves. The menu’s romantically 
named sections (“Conquer the World,” “His Per- 
fect Date”) aren’t much of a navigational tool, 
and if you don’t care to read the whole thing, 
your server can make a recommendation. 

We were stumped by ... 

... some of the portion-to-pricing ratios. Half- 
size portions of the fried fish (a pile for $6) and 
root beer-glazed bison short rib sliders (three 
for $6) were so generous that we couldn’t help 
but feel slighted by the small crispy artichoke, 
which is $10. 

We were totally entertained by ... 

... the crowd on opening night, from the obnox- 
ious tourist guy to the fashionistas working 
matching leather skirts and gloves. That’s a 


hotel restaurant for you. 

We’d take a pass on ... 

... spicy buttermilk-fried quail with blue cheese 
slaw ($5/$10), a riff on Buffalo wings that 
smelled beguiling but turned out to be overly 
breaded. 

We wish we could have ... 

... saved more room for dessert. Trying just two 
of nine options didn’t seem sufficient, consider- 
ing Terhune’s knack for pastry (she started her 
Chicago career as pastry chef at 312 Chicago). 
Her flair for combining sweet and salty shined 
not only during dessert, with the chocolate 
souffle cake and salted caramel ice cream ($8), 
but also with the dinner menu’s sweet-corn 
creme brulee ($7).

John Cusack thought the title of his latest film, “Hot 
Tub Time Machine,” was so stupid it was genius. 

“It’s kind of the greatest, dumbest, weirdest title that 
I’d ever heard,” the Evanston native said in a video inter- 
view conducted by MGM. “It just made you start laugh- 
ing right away” 

When he and his company, New Crime Productions, 
initially were approached to make the film, he thought his 
longtime friend and the film’s director, Steve Pink, was kid- 
ding. When Cusack realized it wasn’t a joke, the producer 
told the Associated Press, “immediately I respected them.” 

“I understood the genius of it ... I said, ‘God, the hor- 
ror of that.’” 

That “horror” involves a group of 40 -something 
friends jumping in a hot tub to relax and bond and sud- 
denly being transformed into younger versions of them- 
selves and transported back to 1986. 

Cusack, Rob Corddry, Craig Robinson and Clark Duke 
visit the decade of big hair and MTV in the R-rated, sex- 
and alcohol-fueled comic misadventure that opens Fri- 
day Some have called it a cross between “The Hangover” 
and “Back to the Future.” 

“It’s the godfather of recreational, water-based, time 
travel movies,” Cusack joked in the MGM interview, 
which was shot at the film’s Hollywood premiere. “It’s the most im- 
portant hot tub time travel movie you’ll ever see. It’s a serious piece 
of work.” 

After being transported to 1986 and taught the rules of travel by a 
hot tub repairman played by ’80s staple Chevy Chase, the guys meet 
old girlfriends and foes at the same ski resort where they celebrated 
“Winterfest ’86.” They hear Ronald Reagan speeches, The English 


Beat, Motley Crue and Salt-N-Pepa. 

Cusack, 43, doesn’t have to sit in a 
hot tub to remember what he was doing 
in the 1980s. He can turn on the TV at 
pretty much any time to catch his break- 
out films from the time, such as the teen 
comedies “Sixteen Candles” (1984), “Bet- 
ter Off Dead” (1985) and “Say Anything” 
(1989). He went on to star in more 
mature roles in “The Grifters” (1990), 
“Bullets Over Broadway” (1994) and 
“Being John Malkovich” (1999). 

But channel surfing to catch a 
glimpse of his younger self doesn’t 
interest the actor, who told The New 
V)rk Times he thinks that’s a bit nar- 
cissistic. 

“Who’s to say anybody’s even 
thinking of you that much?” he said. 

Although he says he can’t remem- 
ber the last time he “tubbed” that 
wasn’t for the film, there is one thing about his past that Cusack does 
long for, and it isn’t leg warmers, Members Only jackets or Walkmans. 

“Tou could go out all night and not be hung over,” he said in the 
MGM interview “Things hurt a little more [now].”

Ben Stiller— the new 
king of the mountain

It’s easy to picture Ben Stiller sitting, cross- 
legged, at the pinnacle of the Hollywood 
comedy mountain. 

With the “Night at the Museum” and 
“Meet the Parents” franchises raking in hun- 
dreds of millions, and with “Tropic Thunder” 
adding critical directing acclaim to the pack- 
age, Stiller is at his peak as a performer and a 
force in Hollywood. 

The brand-name funnyman says he’s always 
on the lookout for roles that aren’t wacky 
dodgeball players or male models named 
Zoolander. But what on Earth could be his 
connection to the anti-hero of “Greenberg,” 
the wry and challenging new film from direc- 
tor Noah Baumbach? 

Roger Greenberg is fresh out of a mental 
hospital, a man without a single success he 
can point to in his life, unloved and almost 
friendless at 40. Stiller, 44, saw “generational 
connections” with this character and was de- 
termined to squeeze “Greenberg,” opening 
Friday into his crowded calendar. 

It’s not just what he has in common with 
Greenberg, “but all the things I could have in 
common with him,” Stiller says. “Greenberg 
is like a lot of people I know, anybody who is 
just trying to get through the day with his ego 
intact. It’s a tough world out there, and when 


you don’t have friendships or love or you’re 
not lucky enough to have any ‘successes’ in 
your life, it can be really hard, especially if you 
have this idealistic notion of who you thought 
you were going to be at 40.” 

Greenberg was once a young man with 
dreams of music fame. And there but for the 
grace of Hollywood luck, go I, Stiller thought. 
A blown break here, a missed opportunity 
there and we’re all in danger of living with the 
knowledge of having lost our one chance. 

“We’ve all had failures,” he said. “We’ve all 
had regrets. If you’re lucky you move forward 
and stick it out and find success, friendship 
and happiness after that. Greenberg has none 
of that.” 

The one-time president of comedy’s “frat 
pack” sees Greenberg as a game-changer, at 
least in terms of the games he puts himself 
into. The wacky character creations of his 30s 
aren’t totally a thing of the past, but there’s a 
sense that Stiller’s fraternity days are behind 
him. 

“I was affected by the Greenberg experi- 
ence, which doesn’t happen often,” he said. 
“Being able to actually empathize with where 
somebody is coming from, even if I’ve been a 
lot more fortunate in my life than he has been 
in his, it’s a rare and wonderful thing. I’m grate- 
ful to Noah Baumbach for giving me that.”
